8. Applicant's arguments filed 7/2/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant asserts on pages 4 and 5 of the Remarks that Shishikui et al does not disclose 

the newly amended limitations. However, Figure 9 of Shishikui et al illustrates the concept of 
such well known first buffer 54-1 to temporarily store the output main bit stream; a second 
buffer 54-3 to temporarily store the output subsidiary bit stream; and a multiplexer 82 to receive

the main bit stream temporarily stored in the first buffer and periodically receive the subsidiary bit 
stream temporarily stored in the second buffer.
